Circling Planes 


For the first time today since 
the lmt week of the Pacihe War 
in August, 1945, Shanghai resi- 
dents could see ‘from tall build- 
ings planes circling for to the 
North secking out bombing tar- 
ects. 

A few with exceptional. sight 
clalmed to have seen the flashes 
of explosions. but this is doubt- 
ful os it is not believed the Reds 
have penetrated to o point where 
bomb bursts ‘on thelr positichs 
could be seen, 

Although the officia} communi- 
ques on the results of the 36-hour 
battle for control of Shanghai's 
North gate were uctepted with 
reserve informed sources believed- 
they may be fairly close to the 
mirk as to the ‘distance from 
Woorurg ond Shanghai’s border. 

Neutral observers believed this 
engugerment, the most sensational 
from the closc-range vicewpolnt of 
Shanghai dwellers since the Reds 
cross the Yangtse,. marks the 
prelude of an all-out Red at- 
tempt to assnult or silence the

“The statement sald that an 
Import or “export declaration 
éhould ‘rélate only ‘to ship- 
monts by one vessol. Shouid 
there be insufficient room on 
the declaretlon form for the 
whole of the shipments, fur- 
ther forms must be used and 
sach must bear a One Dol- 
lar Postage Stamp. 

tt ‘Ie not permitsible to 
affix plain sheets of papor to 
declarations nor -to-ueo the 
reverse side pf the form. The 
same rules apply to export 
Ucences which also serve as 
declarations -but -in this case © 
the One Dollar'Stamp must 
‘be affixed to the ‘lisence ‘be- 
fore handing it to the ship- 
ping company. : 

The stamp should be ‘ean: 
celled by the merchant pre- 
viously by means of tha: firm's 
chop.

Shanghai, at that time a small 
city on the river bank where the 
Chinese junks anchored after 
journeyings up and down the 
Yangtse, was taken over by Great 
Britain. 


The Consul Argued

a small vessel stcomed up the 
Whangpoo. and put ashore: Cap- 
tain Arthur {Balfour, the first 
British consul to take over the 
rew port. He marked out the 
area for the British sottlement and 
was followed later by some 15 or 
20 Europeans, 


An American named Woolcott 
decided to fly the stars and stripes 
uver his offices, and after hented 
words between ‘our consul and 
the two or three Americans they 
moved out and started a ‘scttic- 
ment of thelr own next door to! 
the British. : 


Later the two settlements were 
pmulgamated and became the In- 
ternational Settlement which gave 
extra-territorial rights to. the 
Europeans till 1643, when we 
voluntarily abrogated these rights. 


Gradually the new city took

It is probably — casler—and 
mote dangerous—to dogmatise 
about China in its present 
chootic condition than on any 
other subject. One can be so 
right about one part of China

Let us remember that there 
are 450 to 500 million people in 
China.

So fur, though the Communist 
movement has gained full con- 
trol in the North, there hos been 
an urgent desiré in Tientsin and 
Peking to retain contact and 
trading relations wlth the Wes- 
tern Powers. This is due to a 
keen realfsation that the success 
of Communisin in China will de- 
pend largely upon the establish- 
ment of a stable currency.

Communism _ flourishes fully 
only where contact with the out- 
side world is completely. cut off. 
In China with its vast coastline 
and tradition of piracy and 
water communication I do not 
believe that an effective Iron 
Curtain can be put down. 

The true Communist fanatics 
at- the top will in my opinion 
have real difficulty In getling a 
grip, like that of the Communists 
in Eastern Europe, upon o coun- 
try of vast extent and 500 million 
inhabitants. 

By clever and justified amcelio- 
ration of the peosant’s lot, Com- 
munism has achieved great suc- 
cess in rural arcas, and it is 
owing to this that the Com- 
munists now control great cithes 
and ports. 

Internatlonal trode is vital to 
them if they are to continue to 
maintain and improve the stan- 
dard of living. Trade on a near~- 
barter basis, but using forcign 
currency, has started on a 
moderate scale with Tientsin; 
shipments from Hong Kong of 
needed goods have continued, 
and goods like bristles, carpets 
and other locally-produced 
material have come out. i

Science Of Sounds 

Her story begins In Bradford, 
the heart of the West Riding, 
where young Ida, ong’of the 
eight children of a wool mer- 
chant, went to a loca: secondary 
school and made -up her mind 
to_be a teacher.

went on to Durham University 
she obtained a brilifant D.Lit.

lanners. For some curious reason, - 

owover, it seems to me that Folix 

Bartholody Mendlessohn to give him 
his full and rather awe-! tring namo, 
has not recelved the attention which 
his music justly merits, Possible this 
may be duo to the fact that little 
“giamour’—a modern-day necessity, it 
appears, without which no public figure 
can Jong hops to retain his public ap- 
poal—appears to surround his life or 
the circumstances: in which his music 
came to bo written. 

Mendlessohn was born in 1809, the 


-year when Hayden diod, and Schubert 


was but a boy of 12, With his effective 
advent Into the world of music, the 
main phaso of romantic music is un- 
doubtedly ushered in, for no one can 
ever legitimately claim that Mendles- 
sobn Was a classiclst.. Bach, Handel, 
Mozart and Becthoven were his 
{Immediate notable predecessors ond 
Richard Capell quite rightly points 
out that of these Schubert un- 
doubtedly exercised the greatest in- 
fluence over Mendlessohn. This may 
be duo to some.affinity between them, 
or to a great similarity of genticness 
of nature and outlook. This quality 
certainly stamps his music, and cquall 

as a sturdy robustness {s the hall-mar! 

of Handel so fs a gentle fragile charm 
the equally unmistakeable symbol of 
Mendlessohn. . 

In his symphonies, of which he wrote 
five in all, there {s little which tan be 
said to havo added very much to sym- 
phonic development. He was a past 
master fn the complicated business of 
orchestration, as is plainly evidenced 
in-the socalled “Italian” Symphony. 
Purists complain that he was Inclined 
to over-Indulge In the use of the tym- 
pani, but os a build-up to any great 
dramatic climax what better, founda- 
tion {s there than the sonorous thunder 
of the kettlodrums with their almost 
menacing tone? If this tendancy be 
foult, it {s ttle enough to mar his, 
otherwise immaculate conception of 
the symphonic form. —~ a ae 
«With tho death of Handel in 1759, 
followed by. Haydn 1809, the oratorio 
scems to have lost favour: as an art 
-It was not untii_ Mendiessohn 
‘wrote “Elijah” and St. Paul” that {n- 
terest ngain became centered on what :

forms. And not only the . purest, In- 
eldentally, but. also a form in which 
no-Umits need bo.impossed save the in- 
capability of the composer ddequately 
to express the Noblity of his ideas.

But this particular Amber, 
though noted for: its propensity 
for Increasing Arab heart-beats, 
has thing to do with the 
Restoration belle of that name. 
It is nothing more or less than 
that. impid-hued commodlty of 
which the Iron Curtain countries 
now havo the world’s monopoly. 

Amber {is definitely a product 
which todsy produces o soller's 
market. Since pre-war days its 
supply hag been non-existent. Now 
it offern soveral profitable mar- 
kets. It {is uneful to Ruasia's 
armament industry, for. electrical 
insulation, for synthetle’ ‘and, 
above oll, it in 
Mahommedan religion. os 

Mahomot, in his wisdom, decreca 
that tho prayer neckinces of the 
Faithful should be mado Up of 90 
beads of amber. He requested 
that the hundreds of thousands‘ of 
Mahomeddans who make the 
annual pilgrimage to Mecca should 
throw their amber necklaces into 
the Red Sea. 4 

In the past this religious rite 
was most profitable to the amber 
industry, concentrated around the 
Black Sea and Enst Pruasia.
